Cut Out and Frame 

Mr. Bartolemo Calderonl pro¬ 
nounces : for two people, break six 
eggs into a bowl (not worth 
using less. Too much egg sticks to 
saucepan). Beat eggs thoroughly 
with a fork. Season with good 
pinch of salt and of pepper. In 
the smallest copper saucepan, melt 
two ounces of butter. When butter 
has melted, pour in the eggs and 
cook over a very low heat, whisk¬ 
ing continuously with a small egg 
whisk. While eggs are still slightly 
more moist than you would wish to 
eat them, remove pan from heat, 
add another ounce of butter and 
continue whisking for half a 
minute. Pour on to warm buttered 
toast In two separate earthenware 
egg dishes.
